Sixty-seven small-pox patients have 
been sent to the Twenty-sixth-street 
Hospital this month, against 33 last 
montb. 

The Board of Health to-day held a 
lengthy session and adopted a resolu- 
tion to the effect that it was the sense 
of the meeting that smali-pox was epi- 
demic in the city. Six additional 
Health Inspectors and six additional 
vaccinators were appointed, an better 
provisions were made for conveying 
patients to the hospital. 


A Tidal Wave.
